p'acing of the coping stone of the new Constitution of the institution,  [t will 
_ be rememberad that nearly three years ago the Council undertook practically 
the task of revising the Constitution of the College, to render it more conform. 
able with what are believed to be the general wishes of the community. The 
day school was abolished, so that the whole time and energies of the learned 
Principal, Dr, Friedliuder, and bis coadjutors might be concentrated upon the 
religious training of the students preparing to enter the ministry. With thig 
object also arrangements were made for the separation of the secular and reli- 
gious studies of the students, the former being now pursued at University 
College. It was also arranged, inter alia, that additional stipends in the shape 
of scholarships or bursaries should be given to the advanced pupils, All 
these modifications necessitate considerably increased expenditure, both imme- 
diate and prospective. To meet a portion of this increass the Couacil of the 
United Synagogue has with its accustomed public spirit and liberality—and with 
a hearty recognition of the claims of the College upon all congregations—voted 
au annual grant of £200. This vote entitles the United Synagogue to send six 
representatives ag its delegates tu the Council of the College in accordance with 
one of the clauses of the new constitution, which empower any Jewish corporcte 
body to send a delegate for every sum of £30 annually contributed to the funds 
of the College. The managers having thus thoroughly set their house in order — 
it now only remains for the community to provide them with the necessary 
“sinews of war.” It is clear that the College cannot make a good start 
under the revised Constitdtion with a heavy debt as an _ incubus, 
Not only however is it necessary tbat the outlay in connection with the acquiriog 
of the new premises should be raised, but the ordinary subscriptions to tke institu- 
ion must be greatly increased. The College should not be compelled continually 
to appeal to the community in forma pauperis. History proves that every com- 
munity bas the clergy it deserves. Tue position of the Jewish clergy in past. 
ages, and even in the present day,is peculiarly an indexto the culture of the 
communities. Let it notbe said that the only exception to this rule is the 
Anglo-Jewish community. ‘The need for a cultured clergy is admitted, the Col- 
lege endeavours successfully to meet the want ; it only remains for the commu- 
nity at large to recognize its duty and subscribe liberally to the fun: of the - 
College so that the institution shall take its proper place as a seminary for 
English Jewish ministers equal to its compeers on the Continent. 


A HART MEM¥RIAL, 

A proposal made by Mr. Sydney M. Samuel in these columns deserves to be | 
warmly supported by all who have the interests of English Judaism at heart. 
To encourage by all means in its power the exercise of talent is a duty which 
the community owes to itself. No encouragement could be greater than the 
growth of the feeling that the English Jews are proud of all who make an illus- 
trious name in art, science or literature, and are ready to give effect to this 
feeling in a tanaibie shape.

Certain | 
 pames-have attracted the favour of Jewish parents at various epochs and in 
various lands. We accordingly find nares borrowed from all languages, Greek — 


like “Alexander and Kalonymos, Latin as Priscus or Justinus, Arabic as 


~ Abdalla and Danesch, Persian as Bostani, French like Bonfils and Petit, Italian | 
as Justo or Bonacosa, Euglish like Cook or Flewing, German as Liwe or Trecks, 


And the same variety occurs with the fairer sex, among whom we have the 
names, Rose, Flora, Euphrosyne, Esperanza, Gertrude, Esmeralda. We may 


mention as a curious coincidence that the name “ Eliot,” now for ever associated | 
- with Judaism, occurs as a Jewish name as early as the year 1337. From these 
few examples it will be seen that it is entirely an error to suppose that Jews only 


took their names from the Bible. So far is this from being the caso that many 


of the “sacred names” used for calling up to the law have no Biblical. 


‘quthority. Besides the lesson of Origin contained in a Jewish name there 
are often other inferences to be drawn from various names. There could have 
been no bigotry in aJew who named his child “ Mahomet ” and Jewish liberality 
has at times even gone to the length of adopting the name‘ Christlieb.” All 
those interesting pieces of information are extracted from a masterly essay by 
Zunz on this subject from which Mr. Lowe has gleaned much. To this essay 


_ of the old master there bangs a tale of characteristic interest. In the year 1837 


the Prussian officials thought of a new method of annoying the Jewa and issued 
an order that no Jews should use any but Biblical names. Zunz, on being 


— appealed to, collected some rough notes on the subject (he is sail to have rough 


notee on every conceivable subject connected with Judaism) and in an incredibly 
short time published a most erudite essay proving that Jews in all ages had 
chosen their names outside the scriptures and thus the ridiculous edict was 
quashed at once by the mere force of Zunz’s erudition. It is one of the fsw 
cases on record of a piece of learning having had an immediate effect on 
practical affairs.

At this present moment, when the hearts of the Jews throughout the world 


are moved with sympathy on account of the trials endured by our coreligionists 


in Russia, who are suffering almost indescribable injuries at the hands of an 
uneducated and brutal people, a single ray of hope illumines the dark horizon 
for our poor oppressed brethren. For they feel that a future (and that not far 
distant) is in store for them, when education will remove the distinction which 
exists between race and religion, What gives rise to this hope is the fact that 
men of all religious denominations in Rus-ia have lately joined in doing honour 
to M. N. Y. Peeragoff, who, duriog the last 50 years, has with untiring energy 
laboured zealously for the cause of education, without distinction of creed. 
Following the noble exawple of Moses Mendelssohn, M. Peeragofi applied 
himself to the task of ecucating not alone those of his own faith, but the 
followers of every religious belief. His difficulties with regard to his coreli- 


gionists were far greater than those of Mendelssohn, because in the time of the — 


latter the Jews in Germany were able to speak the jargon known as jiidisch- 
deutsch, In order to accustom the Jews to new ideas, it was only necessary for 


‘Mendelssohn to print in Hebrew characters all that he wished to remark, and 


thus by degrees he brought his brethren in faith round to read the Germen 
language. M. Peeragoff, on the other hand, was unable to adopt a similar 


course, for the Jews of Russia live almost isolated, as it were, from the other - 
inhabitants of the Empire, They do not speak any of the languages of the 
people amongst whom they dwell, and, in addition, they regard it as a profana- | 


tion to read works written in any other ‘haracters than Hebrew. With the view 
of leading his coreligionists from the path of exclusiveness and narrow-minded- 


ness into that of enlightenment, M. ‘Peeragoff commenced to establish schools, | 


and by dint of gentle persuasion and peveulary inducements he succeeded in 


the Jews over to his opinions. 
At this juncture he assisted M. 0. Rabinowitch to establish two Jewish 
re periodicals. At the outset they were both published at Odessa ; one in the Russian 
language under the name Ras-svyet (Break of Day), aud the other in Hebrew, 
By thus diffusing his ideas through two different 2 
~ channels, he at length secured the full attention of the readers of those journals, | 
_ Whoever has read these appeals to the Jews will admit that they are both 
_ eloquent and convincing, and that, above all, they tend to foster a feeling of 
-conddence as well as to raise our brethren from the apathetic indifference and 
despair into which they had sunk. M, Peeragoff has been spared to see the }

from time to time send you, I shall contiane my sketches of the various com- 
munal, educations i, charitable and other Jewish institutions in this city; and 


as my last letter ‘ontalned some references to the financial condition of our — 


community and its relations to the Government, I to dwell on 
these themes in the prosent letter. 


The revenue of our. community is very large, scinilas to more in 


100,000 francs a year. It is principally derived from the contributions of our 
Jewish notabilities to the treasury of our Consistory and from the imposts on 


‘the various articles of food which come within the category of kosher, such as 


meat, wines, cheese, &c. Unfortunately, this large income ia not spent on any 
werk of public utility ; it is, 80 to speak, frittered away and is solely devoted 
towards the maintenance of some rabbis, and towards defraying the expenses of 
the personnel of our own Consistory and of several others. 


It was only recently that a sum of 20 Turkish pounds per month was, 
at the urgent request of some of our leading coreligionists, granted on the part 
of the Caimacan from the communal funds, towards the support of the three 
Jewish infant schools. On this pes Sl [ shall have ovcasion to write at greater 
length in a future letter. : 


It will not be out of place to say a few words now concerning our relations 
with the Government. The latter, as you are doubtless aware, has always enter- 
tained kindly feclings towards the different nationalities which inhabit the 
Ottoman Empire, Every individual, without distinction of race or of 


| religion is, if his capabilities permit, eligible to hold public offices 


under the state. Thus we find that a large number of Greeks and 
Armenians occupy high positions in the affairs of the Sublime Porte, and the 
title of pasha which is borne by some gives them an eminent place in the social 


scale. ‘Though a little backward in this respect, we Jews likewise can boast . 


of several employés in Government service. I will mention a few of these 


personages. In the front rank must be placed Behor Effendi Echkioasi, the | 


secretary to the Prefecture of this city. He has a profound knowledge of the 
Turkish language, and enjoys a very high reputation. Another yonng Jew fille 
the position of translator at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs. His position is 
full of promise for the future. As a proof of the esteem in which he is beld, 
I may observe that he bas been decorated by the Shab of Persia with the Order 
of the Lion andthe Sun. Among Jewish senators, I will name Dr. Jacques de 
Castro, who is in great favour with the Sultan, and David Effendi Carmona, the 
representative of a distinguished family. Nor should I omit M. Nissim de 
Castro, Advocate to the Court. Recently a well educated young Jew, Jacques 
Nalmias, a pupil of the Lycée Impérial, was. appointed Secretary to the 
Controller at the Ministry of Finance and was likewise decorated by his [uperial 
Majesty with the order of the Med)jidie. 


The brief account which I have just given will suffic ‘iently demonstrate 
the exact social position of the Jews. It is truethat it may not be very favour- 
able, but there is every reason to wk for further and considerable ium provement 
in the future, | | 


A love of study is no longer a matter of hadiffereaca. for the young : Jows | 
of our city.

£1n,—I venture to suggest, through the medium of your colamne, a mode |

. Voluntary schools are supported chiefly by the strenuous exertions of Com. 


mittees who certainly will not willingly yield up, even under preseure, their abso- 


Jute autonomy. Nor can it reasonably be expected that an efficient and zealous 


teaching staff will look with any special favour upon a body of men, however 
ardent, competent, .and conciliatory, who, nolens volens, a8 examiners must 
subordinate and control the work of the teacher. And, further, if a Head Master 
be worth his ealt he must be omnipotent in his school, He may. strain his 
powers and Japse into the autocrat; but that is a state of things which sooner 
or later corrects iteclf. Take away, however, the feeling of independence from 
the Head Master and the school falls into insubordination and becomes demoral - 
ized as an educational centre. For all these reasons a Jewish School Board, as 
understood, would not, [ humbly think, be an unmitigated good even if it were 
possible, which T doubt. I believe, on the other hand, that it ia quite on the 


carda to atiain all that we desire by a feasible organization and that with the. 


confidence of Committecs, the accepted concurrence of teachers, and the sanction 
of the public. ee, | 

When the Chief Rabbi requested me to undertake the onerous duty of 
examiner,in certain schools, I most willingly accepted the responsibility naturally 
attaching to my calling and position. At the same time [ took the liberty 
to suggest that a meeting of the examiners selected should be convened 
and some plan of examination formulated, xo that the examiners might act in 
concert and upon some well digested and defined system. The Chief Rabbi 
promptly and cordially concurred, and, but for cogent reasons which one was 
bound to recognize, such meeting would have taken place Jong ere this. I hope 
the time has now arrived for c@i-crdinate action, avd that all misgivings and 
heart-burnic gs will vanish before un prejudiced discussion, My propositions may 
in general be stated very briefly :— 

(a) Leuggest a preliminary conference between the recognized Examiners 
and the Head Masters of our voluntary echoole, metropolitan and provincial. 
The Chairman of such conference to belong to neither section. He shall be 
elected from outside the conference.

the educational code for instruction in Hebrew and religion in Jewish schools 
aclipg within the union, 

(7) The Examivers and Head Masters to meet at least once in every year, 
fo Compare votes as to the progress of the schools under their charge, aud to 
consider the due and efficient working ot the regulations laid down, 

(©) No power of making modifications, save and except such as do not 
interfere with recognized principles, shall be vested in such joint bodies, Such 


modifications shall be suggested if necessary for the due working of the schools 


to the several Committees for their consideration and adoption. . 

(7) It be recommended that a conference of delegates frou the Committees 

of the several schools, metropolitan and proviucial, be held at least once in 
every three years, | a

THE STUDY OF HEBREW LITERATURE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—Your issue of the 10ih contained a letter signed  H,” on the above 
subject, on which [ should like to make a few remarks. 


Your correspondent seems to have been much incensed by a remark in the 


previous number of your paper regarding the present state of Jewish literature 
in England, It was there said that there were signs of awakened interest in the 


subject, and ‘thatthe audience is prepared, but a speaker is wanting.” This. 


statement is characterised by ‘‘H’’ as “ worse than absurd,’ “ arrant nonsense,” 
‘‘ not only the reverse of truth, but most mischievous.” ‘These epithets appear 
to me somewhat gratuitous, and at the same time are not carried out by the 
desultory remarks by which they are preceded: ‘‘ David Levi, the literary 
hatter, is about the only Euglishman who has ever done any solid literary work 
in the domain of strictly Jewish literature.” If so, the speaker would certainly 
appear to be wanting. And does “II” wish to deny that the audience is pre- 
pared ? Of course no one would contend that English Jews have such a training 
as to enable them to follow an intricate discussion on some obscure point of 
Rabbinic learning. But I feel certain from my own experience that there is a 
widespread desire among the more cultured of our community to become 
acquainted with the giories of our national literature, I feel assured that this 
desire 1s greater than has been the case for many years, and that if popular 
accounts of Jewish history and literature were afforded, they would be eagerly

PAkis.—The Consistory of Paris has at last published a Report of the numerons 
Jewish institutions under its direction. The document contains the statements of 
the income and expenditure, for the years 1879 and 1X80, of fifteen different kinds 
of institutions—synagogal (and other religious establishments), education») and 
philanthropic. The financial condition of the Temples showed a deficit of 12,015 
francs owing chiefly to the purchase of fittings, furniture, &c. for two of the new 
synagogues. The total receipts for one year of the Temple in the Rue de la Victoire 
were 160.180 franes and of those in the Rue Notre Dame de Nazareth and the Rue 
Tournelles were 51,688 franes and 23.3.3 francs respectively, In the first named the 
receipts exceeded the expenditure by upwards of 71.000 franca, The deficit arose in 
the other two synagogues,— Commandant Lichtenstein, a Jew, who is attached to 
the military household of the President of the Republie, will represent his Excel- 
lency at the fétes which are to take p'ace at New York in commemoration of the 
Yorktown centenary.

In 
former days when the knights of old received their emble ns of honour at the hands 
of noble ladies, they went forth defiant of danger to fi) ht against the infidel and 
against tyranny, He hoped that his young friends wh» hat just received their badges 
of honour atthe hands of the amiable lady who took s> great an interest in the 
welfare of the school would go forth to fight the ba tle against ignorance and 
vice: It was pleasant for him to meet the children th: t day, und though he was 
aware that his worda could only reach a tithe of them, h» hoped that the elder ones 
would communicate the gist of his remarks to their you iger fellow pupils, Instead 
of delivering any exhortation, he preferred to bring befe’e the children the example 
of a brother in faith who had just been taken from ur, and which example would 
realise all the admonitions which he could address to them. He referred to their 
deeply lamented coreligionist, Solomon Alexander Hart. who had been removed by 
death during the past week. Mr. Hart came to London a poor boy, perhaps even 
without the proverbial half-crown in his pocket, and yet simply and solely by dint 
of carnestness of will and by unflagging industry, he rcse to the highest rung in: the 
ladder of his profession, and had the distinqtion of beccming a member of the Royal 
Academy. Mr. Hart specially prized this distinction besause it enabled him to shed 
lustre on the Jewish name and people, He was perliaps not one of the greatest 
painters ofthe age, but he was one of those who posses#d a very profound knowledge 
of his art. He (Dr, Adler) had been assured by some Of the eminent artists who had 
attended Mr. Hart's funeral, that there had been few, if any painters in England 
who po-sersed a higher and more profound eruditior than their departed friend. 


Three of bis earlier pictures gave the keynote to his intense Jewish feelings. The | 


first wasa portrait of his father—exemplifying the filial pety which is so eminently 
a characteristic of the Jewish race—the second was 4 child receiving instruction, 
another Jewish characteristic, und the third was the elevation of the Scroll of the 
Law in the synagogue, as though to symbolise the great fact of his life, that it was 
his steady aim to do honour to his people, and to shed glory on the religion of which 
he was a devoted member. Dr, Adler said he would beg the boys and girls whom he 


was addressing, to keep the example of Mr. Hart before them, not that it could be — 
expected that they would become eminent artiste, but they could in theirown way 


ehed lustre on their religion and grow up to be useful and honest citizens, He 
would impress upon the children never to forget the gratitude they owed to the 
institution which had nurtured them, He was glad to find that so many prizes 


had been given for Hebrew, and hoped that this fact might be regarded as an indi- 


cation of the way in which the study of religion was carried out in the school; 
Many of the puy ils would no doubt shortly leave the school in order to make the 
first start towards gaining a livelihood for themselver. He would give them a brief 
counsel, which he hoped would guide them through life, A witty prelate on being 


asked the nearest road to heaven, replied, “ Take the first turning to the right and 


keep straight on.” That was the advive he could give the children, and he would 
assure them that most excellent results would ensu» if that advice were followed. 


The best proof that the residents in the neighbourhood appreciated the benefits con- — 


ferred by the Jews’ Free School was to be found in the fact that though many Board. 


_ schools had sprung up in close proximity to that institution, yet the Free School was 


fuller than it had been before, indeed there was no more room'to aimit. the nume- 


-rous applicants. Other speakers who followed him would pay a fitting tribute to 


the exertions of the Head Master and the gentlemen's Committee. With respect to

- fleation that her heaith had materially improved (cheers), and that there was every 
reason to hope and expect that by the Divine blessings they might soon welcome her 
once more within those walls, which would once more be irradiated by her genial pre- | 
- sence. (Prolonged applause.) He expressed his regret that owing to the ill-health of 
_ the Chief Rabbi, his mother, Mrs. Adler, was unab’e to attend the meetings of the 
' Ladies’ Committee as frequently as she wished, but she had specially come that day 


from Brighton to show her great interest in the institution, and to convey through him 


the earnest wishes of the Chief Rabbi for the continued prosperityof the school. He- 
could not do better than to conclude by quoting the ‘uatin phrase, stet fortuna domis, 


“ May the good fortune of this house continue,” (Loud cheers.)

The 
amount may appear but a small outlay in your eyes, but it means that much harder 
work isin store for the teachers, whose ambition it 1s that this school should continue, 
as it has done in the past, to rank as the first among similar establishments, It may 
indeed become a question with the Committee whether they will not have 
to increase the teaching staff, and if this be done we shall require additional 
support from our good friends, the Jewish public. I am pleased to see ao 
numerous an assembly here to-day. These gatherings are comparatively a new 
feature. Formerly and within the last few years, the Committee used to invite 
the friends ani supporters of the school to meet them at dinner, and it was oily 
after the guests had partaken of the good cheer and good wines that they opened 
their purses for the benefit of the institution. These dinners have ‘been abolished, 
and in this respect we have shown an example to other scnools, forthrough your 
support we have been enabled to receive sufficient subscriptions without having re- 
course to any entertainments. Iam sure that [ express the feelings of the Com. 
mittee when I say that we prefer meeting our friends here than round the dinner 
table. In order to maintain this great institution in all its’ efficiency, [ 
have to appeal for a continuance of your support. In conclusion I will ask 
you to join me in according a hearty vote of thanks to the Head Master, the Head 
Mistress, and the teachers, Itis no exaggeration when I say that even with the 
large subscriptions which we receive from the community, the school would not be 
so flourishing, nor would it be so great an institution, were it not for Mr. Angel, Miss 
Lipman, and the staff of teachers, who devote all their time and energy to further 
the interests both of the school and of the scholars.

‘The usual collections in aid of the Hospital Sunday Fond were announced 


in all the metropolitan synagogues on Sabbath last At nearly all the syna- 


gogues sermons were delivered, of which we give reports ; 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 
At the Bryanstone Synagogue the Rev. A. P. Mendes preached from 


Proverbs iii., 9 v., “ Honour the Lord with thy substance, and with the first fruits - 


of all thine increase.” The text, said the preacher, according to the interpreta- 


tion of the Sages, refers to the heave offerings and tithes which furnished the 


mdans of subsistence for the priesthood while the templé existed. Now, however, 


that we have no longer a temple, we must seek other spheres in which we can _ 


“honour God with our substance.’ These spheres exist without number, but 
they may be all included under one head—the Sphere of Charity. The 
preacher-then proceeded to develop charity as—lst. The duty of man to his 
fellow-creatures. 2nd, The duty of the Israelites towards all mankind. — 

‘The Rev. Dayan Spiers preached at the Great Synagogue on the text from Lev, 
xix. 18, “ Love thy neighbour as thyself.” He expatiated upon the importance 
attached by Judaism to this command, that it was declared in the Talmud to be a 


leading and comprehensive principle of the Law, and ‘showed how thoroughly this 


precept was carried out by those who helped to mitigate the misery of their fellow- 
men stricken by poverty and disease. The collection amounted. to about £240. The 
Rev. Dayan also made an appeal on behalf of the Fund at the Afternoon Service at 
the synagogue of the Beth Hamedrash. 

BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. Professor Marks preached from Numb. xi. 23: “Is the hand of the Lord 
waxed short?” Premising that the All-merciful God acts through the agency of benevo- 
lent mankind, various instances were adduced in which the text passage found its 
illustration. If ever there was a nation whose distinctive institutions which con- 
front us in every wide place, echoed the truth “that the hand of the Lord is not 
restricted,’ 1t was that nation of which it was our privilege to be the citizens. Go 
throughout the length and breadth of this vast metropolis, and a monumental com- 
mentary will be found in the spacious Unions for feeding the hungry and lodging 
the homeless, and in every other merciful establishment to meet the wants of frail 
humanity. It was in the hope that the text might find another illustration on that 
day, and on the morrow that every Jewish and Christian pastor in London, united 
in pleading for help to the hospitals and dispensaries which are annually called on 
to administer to the necessities of 600,000 fellow creatures. The preacher dwelt on 
the fact that whilst the State provided for the nourishment and the housing of the 
poor, it left the Hospital entirely to the benevolence of the public. The endowed 
hospitals are few in number. All other institutions for the sick depended on volun- 
tary support, but what is derived from that source is very inadequate to satisfy the 
demands made on hospitals,and dispensaries by an ever-growing mass of suffering. 
In the hope of supplying a remedy. London has of late years imitated the practice 
of large provincial cities, and has engaged the clergy of all denominations to set 
apart one day in the year for an appeal to the public in aid of these god-like insti- 
tutions. The response hitherto has fallen very short of what the promoters of the 
movement were encouraged to hope Still the Council have been enabled to make 
the few thousand pounds which the appeal produces available in a great measure for 
increasing the facilities for administering to the sick poor, And the Council have 
of late extended the benefits so much needed by the poor, by devoting a certain per- 
centage of the Fund for providing surgical instruments when required, without 


, obliging the poor sufferer to go about from place to place to obtain signatures to his 


application, as is the case in the society which has long existed under the name of 
the Surgical Instrument Charity. The preacher made a powerful and earnest appeal 
for support, whilst he drew a telling picture of the interior of a sick ward, and of 
the merciful treatment received by the patients. The amount realized cannot yot be 
determined, but it is supposed that it will averageas in past years something verging 
on £200, 

| BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev, Dr. Hermann Adler preached at the Bayswater Synagogue, taking 
ms hie text the words of Job (xxx. 25), Did not I weep for him that was in 
trouble? Was not my soul grieved for the poor’” He showed that the sympathy 
of Job was not a mere fastidious sensibility, which led him to indulge in a luxury of 
woe, but a deep absorbing compassion which urged him to “ deliver the poor that 
crieth and him that had none to help him.” Hospital Sabbath should come te us 
all, torouse us from our selfishness, preaching its solemn lesson of sympathy between 


the healthy and the sick, the rich and the poor. In Paris the Hétel Dieu and other 


hospitals were partly maintained by means of a tax levied upon theatres and other 
places of amusement. There would no longer be any deficit in the budgets of our 
great medical and surgical institutions if every inhabitant of London would volun- 
tarily tax himself and contribute, say, ten per cent. of the sums he spent during the 
season on his pleasures to the relief of suffering humanity, The amount collected 
in this place of worship was about £80. 
The Rev. A. L. Green preached on the nature of Jewish charity. He took his 
text from Malachiiv. 2: * But unto you that fear my name the sun of righteousness 


shail come with healing in his wings.” The Jews, he said, were a day before the 


general community in adyocating the collections for the Metropolitan Hospitals, but 
they had been thousands of years before the world in general in advocating and 


practising charity and humanity. More than all the. ceremonial observances of 
- Judaism was it distinguished by its principle and practice of humanity and charity, 


not alone to its own faith, but to those of all creeds, All the laws contained references 


tothe merciful treatment of the etranger. There was a Talmudic legend that Abraham 
ssessed an amulet which healed all the sick that gazed upon it, and that, when he 
died, it was placed in the sun, where all could see it, This, of course, was an alle-— 
. ygorical reference to the faith which was first given to Abraham, and to the Revela- 
tion of Monotheism, of which he was the first: medium. “The preacher also said that - 


the distinguishing chare¢teristics of the Jew were modesty, merey, beneficence. The 


world had beaten the modesty out of us. It was necessary for the Jew to be self- 
assertive, or he would have been blotted out by persecution formerly and in the pre- | 
sent day. He had now. become steady, pushing, and energetic, but the | 


two latter great qualities remained. Jews, notoriously, were bad masters, because 


they were so merciful to their servants that they “ spoiled " them. The broad ideas 
~~ of Jewish universal charity were.spreading throughout the world, No better form 
of charity could be given than that of healing and tending the sick, The preacher — 
~ concluded with an eloquent and stirring appeal to contribute liberally, as Jews always | 
did and do, to the Hospital Sunday Fund. Up to the time of the sermon, the col-_ 


lection in this synagogue amounted to £128. | 
«NEW, WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 
At the New West End Synagogue the Rev. S. Singer preached the Hospital sermon 
‘from the teat, numb. xii. 13, “ And Moses cried unto the Lord saying, heal her now, 
I beseech thee!” After explaining the lesson of humanity conveyed by the text, 


_ the preacher observed that it was not a little remarkable that this lesson should have 
been taught us in an instance where the innocence of the sufferer—generally so 
_ powerful an element in exciting comparsion—was not only not asserted, but was 
emphatically denied. The misfortune that befel the sister of Moses was not one in 
which she was herself blameless, It was her own act that was followed by the 


visitation of God. Yet the sympathy of her brother and of her nation was given her 
Without reserve.

pay the penalty Relgion went a step further, and proclaimed that if we violate 


_ the precepts of morality we should even on earth and in ourown bodies learn to rue 


the consequences of our own acta. Hence it was the dream of Science, and the 


| hope of Keligion that, as we approached nearer to the time when ein and folly should. 
| be banished from the earth, the dismal train of evils to which fleah in the present 


state is heir, would also gradually disappear until, in the words of the prophet, “ Not 


an inhabitant of the land shall say, I am ill.” Perhaps thea it would be argued, if 


men act so as to bring upon them the retribution of God, whether in illness or in any 


other form, what right have we to intervene between them and the application of tho 


higher law under which they have brought themselves? The fervent prayer of 
Moses on behalf of his erring sister, amd the patient waiting of the people until 
Miriam's recovery, were an answer to that question, The truth was that we wore 
all of us too frail in ourselves and knew that our present co: dition was too liable to 
be reversed to feel ourseives justified in drawing from the sufferings of others and 
from our own temporary exemption any deduction to their prejadice or to our owa 


-credit. But if compassion was thus preached on behalf of those who had reaped 


the result of their own actions, how: much more was implied and might be said ou 
behalf of the multitudes whom misfortune had overtaken through no fault of their 
own, through the nature of the occupationsin which they were engaged and froin 
which they could not wichdraw, through accidents which no human fosigh* could 
have guarded against, through illness contracted by contagion or infection, through 
inherited disease, or parental neglect. For all these cases the hospitals opened their 
doors, How far they were to extend their benefivial activity it depended upon the 
more fortunate members of the community to decide, The preacher having rm ferred 
to-some of his own experiences as a visitor to the Jewish patien's in hospitals, en- 
treated his hearers not to be content witha fruitless sympathy with the cause for 
which he was pleading. The prayer of Moses on behalf of his #flicted sister was 
the shortest recorded in the Bible. It consisted in the original of five wor/s, of 
one syllable each, “ Why,” asked the Rabbins, so brief an entreaty on 
tous an occasion?’ “It was,’’ they reply, ‘in order that the pe ple should not say, 
‘ Behold the sister of Moses is in suffering and in danger, and he spends all his time 
in prayer.’’’ When a deed of mercy has to be done, even Prayer may give way to 
the more pressing duty. For such a cause as that which was being submitted to 
them they also could not too promptly to let action follow upon prayer,

do not mean to say that the loss of its Jewish subjects was the immediate 
cause of the downfall of the Spanish Empire, but all historians are agreed 


that it caused a fatal blow to the national prosperity of Spain, a blow from — 
which it has never recovered. Four hundred years ago Spain was un-— 


doubtedly the greatest nation on the face of the globe; now she strives in 
yain to be admitted in the number of the Great Powers, And the cause ? 
Superstition and superstition alone has sapped the vitals of what was once 
the fairest realm on earth, The expulsion of the Jews from Spain was the 
surest sign of the domination of superstition ; their recall is the first signi- 
ficant event that marks its decline and fall. “The whirlgig of Time brings 
its revenges,” and the proudest of the nations has confessed its error in its 
former treatment of the Jews. 

Meanwhile all honour to the king and the statesmen who have had the 
courage to do this act of historic justice at the time when it is most needed. 
Spain has advanced of late years from the state of anarchy to which 
Queen Isapetua had reduced it to a ‘position which allows it to 
claim, with some show of justice, to be included in the councils of the 
Great Powers. This action of Atrnonso XII. towards the Jews will 
scarcely fail to assist in the rejavenescence of Spain. Despised and oppressed 
as the Jew may be in the East of Europe, in the West his power and 
inflaence is by no means despicable and he will henceforth be inclined to the 
service of Spain instead of opposed to it. A good action is its own best 


reward but in the present instance it is probable that other more substantial - 


advantages will follow. Not to speak of the infusion of Jewish energy and 
indu-try into the rather somnolent districts of Andalusia and Castile, the 


support of grateful Judaism in the world of commerce would be no mean 
recompense for the generous act. 


There was once an ALrnonso who ruled over Spain and earned for him- — 


self the name of Great by his encouragement of learning. His greatest work 
was the compilation of a series of astronomical tables named after him, the 
Alpbonsive Tables, At the head of the men of science who made the intricate 
calculations he placed a Jew named Inw Sip to whom the accuracy of the 
results must be attributed. ALrHonso was so favourable to the Jews that 
complaints were even madoto the Pora of the fact and itis reported that he 
refused to fight a battle on a Saturday because he did not wish to inconvenience 
his Jewish subjects. Onceagain an ALPuonso of Spain hasshownsympathy 
with the Jews and restored to them benefits of which bis predecessors had 
deprived them. By doing this he has proved himself worthy of the position 


_towhich he has been elected, and given promise ofa great career for himself 


and for his country. His conduct is in pleasing contrast to the treatment 
of the Jews in too many civilized countries, and forms a silver lining to the 
dark clouds of menace that have overwhelmed the horizon of Isragu within 
recent years. Jie has thus proved himself a friend in need, and the grati- 
tude of all true sons of IskagL is due to ALpHonso XIL., the 
Atpuoyso the Great, the friend of the Jews.

Mr. Serjeant Simom, M.P., in responding, stated that so far as he was concerned 
he did not feel that he was entitled to be thanked for being present. He had to thank 
the Committee for having invited him It was some years since he had been present 
at the distribution of prizes of these schools. ‘Lhe last time, he had had the privilege 
of listening to the eloquent words and wise counsels of their late Chief Rabbi, Dr, 
Artom. He was sorry to hear of the death of the English master, who had been 
connected with the schools for so many years. He had no doubt his successor would 
appreciate the vast responsibility he had undertaken. It was not merely the teaching 
of what is commonly known as the three “ R’s’’ that was required. The responsi- 
bility of the master who undertakes the instruction of young children was very great. 
The formation of their minds, the moulding of their character was in bis hands, 
The future good of society depended on its being thoroughly done. And as Jews 
in aland where the majority were not of our own faith, it was important that we 
should present a noble illustration of the sublime teachings of our religion. (Hear, 
hear.) Although prejudice had to a great extent died out in this and othereountries, 
we must not be blind to the fact that some of those who differ from us in race and 
religion think or say that Jews cannot be patriots. People outside the pale of 
Judaism should know that through 2,000 years of martyrdom, while clinging to their 
ancestral faith and religion, Jews cauld yet be patriots and feel love for the country 
in which they dwelt. It was emphatically true of the Jews ‘that go where they would 
throughout the world, climate did not seem to affect their physical power, nor 
turrounding influences attenuate or impair their mental and moral faculties, This 
was what a master should impress upon children. It required something more than 
reading prayers three times a day to make them cling to God as their Father and 
to one another as His children. To cultivate religious sentiments, to awaken 
pious emotions, to stimulate great thoughts and noble aims, that was the office of the 
master who presides over these young people. Jews must show themselves worthy, 
could make themselves worthy, of their great mission, wortny of that equality which 
they claimed as men everywhere. What had happened lately in Russia? Everyone 
had asked why are the Jews there in such an abject condition’? If you opprega 
people. if you enslave them, trample upon them, if you keep men continually at bay 
and drive them into the lowest walks of life, what could be expected but that the 
seed so sown would generate its evil consequences. The learned Serjeant felt 4

| After the nad tidings which have reached you from Russia and Germany, it 


needs but similar reports from this country in order to complete the chain of | 
_ the anti-Jewish movement in the principal Continental Empires. Thank God, 


nothing serious in the way of agitation has as yet to be reported, but the 
danger exists, and it is well to take note of it in time,. When a journal of 
such importance as the Pester Lloyd devotes a special leading article to point 


out the significance which the Russian Judenhetze has for Hanogary, and does 


not hesitate to alarm public opinion, then good grounds must exist for the fear 
that the anti-Jewish pestilence with its Rassian translation is lying in wait 
likewise to attack us. It is the vorthern districts of Hungary to which our 
attention must be directed. In these districts dwells a cowardly and malignant 
Slavonic population, who have at all times been a danger to the Jews, as for 
example in 1843 when they joined the revolutionary movement with the object 


of laying violent hands upon the lives and property of the Jewish inhabitants. 


From these regions likewise come the tidings, which from time to time appear 
in the daily papers, of partial persecutions, of the burning of Jews, and according 
to these people, of other characteristics of a refined civilization. 

For the Hungarian State itself, the hundreds of Jews who reside in the 
midst of this reckless race are of greater importance than all the Slave, the 
Wallachians, aod other tribes taken together. Were it not for tle Jewish farmers 


and merchants there would be ia several of the provincial districts neither in- 


dustry nor commerce, the soil would be fallow, and property would be depre- 
ciated in value, It is a fact that even the Government and the clergy farm 
their Jands to the Jews, the only representatives of intelligence and of the spirit 
of enterprise in these as yet but little cultivated portions of the country. Idie- 
ness and poverty, the natural enemies of activity and industry, therefore joined 
themselves together against the Jews, the berefactors of the present age. 

The events in Germany and Russia exercise considerable influence on the 
well prepared old Slavonic soil of hatred to the Jews, This is due to tho

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Baron Henry pe Worms asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affaire whether Her Majesty's Government had been advised by their legal 
adviser at St. Petersburg that the expulsion of Mr. Lewisohn, a British subject, 
from Ruesia last year by the Government of Russia was a violation of Russian 
Sir C. Dirxe: Saccessive Governments have held, with the acquiesence of 
Parliament, that the legal advice which they receive is of a confidential character, 
that it cannot be produced, and that it isthe department concerned which is 
responsible for the decision which, fonnded upon euch advice, is taken. A 
report bas been received from the counsel to the Embassy at St. Petersburg. 
That report has necessitated a request for further information from Mr. 
Lewisohn, and the law officers of the Crown bave not yet reported upon the 
case, and the House would blame me for creating a new and bad precedent of 
giving piecemeal and premature information of the legal advice we have 
received. , Such a course would not further the object which Her Majesty's 
Government and the hon member have in common—namely, to secure, as far 
as internatioual law permits, that justice be done to our Jewish fellow-country- 
men in foreign conntries. No unnecessary delay will occur in giving fall 
information to the Hons:. (Hear, Hear.) |

hesitated in the absence of the Minister on leave to present it at once to the 
Foreign Office.

RouMANIA —The Jews in Bue harest appear to have taken an equal share with 
their provincial coreligionists in the festivities in honour of the coronation of the 
new King and Queen, Ze Devons were celebrated in the synagogues of Bucharest, 
as well as in those throughout the country. The Spanish’ and Polish congrega ions 
in Bucharest likewise sent their rabbis to bless the crowns in the Cathedral at the 
game time as the clergy of the Orthodox Christian Church. <A fete of-a kind 
Litverto unknown in Bucharest was organised on the 2Urd uit, All the corporations 
or societies in the capital, having each achariot symbolising their condition or 
object defiled before their Majesties. Twenty-two Jewish philanthropic societies in 
Bucharest had constructed a magnificent chariot, which represented the ovation 
given to King Solomon by his dignitaries on his proclamation as King, This chariot, 
which cost upwards of 30,060 francs, was the handsomest one in the procession, and 
elicited loud expressions of approval from the King and Queen as well as from the 
thousands of spectators, A correspondent of the Archives dyra¢lites, in describing 
this incident and the generous philanthropic action of several coreligionists (to 
which reference was made in the Jrwishk Chronicle of the L0th), says: “ But are the 
Roumanians grateful to their Jewish countrymen? Not in the least. On the con 


trary, certain reactionary journals are inciting the populace to act towards the Jews | 


in the same manner as they have been treated.in Russia, and to chase, pillage and 
exterminate them. The journals further assure the populace that the army will
